AFRICA FLOURISH 


Their Cruel Practices Arg Des 
scribed in a Report. 


Cape Argus, South Africa. —The fact 
that witchcraft is greatly prevalent 
among natives of South Africa is re- 
vealed in the report of the hospital 
survey committee appointed by the 
minister of health. This refers to 
cruelty of the practice in the past and 
the present inherent faith of the na- 
tives in it. Whenever a witch doctor 
is sent for the supposed offender is 
“gmelt out” and the procedure gen- 
erally ends in torture by fire or sting:: 
{ng by ants and, in cases, the death, 
of the accused person. 

In addition his cattle and his prop- 
erty are confiscated. The influence of 
these witch ductors {s very great, al- 
mest as greut as it was in Kafir wars 
when each of the opposing tribes had 
{ts witeh doctor who professed ta be 
able to bewitch the enemy so as to’ @n- 
able them to be successful in battle, 

The committee points out that from 
a mission comes a-report that “the 
cruelty of the licensed medicine mau 
and the work of witch doctors ts ter- 
rible. Killing by poisoning is con- 
stant and the worst of it all is that 
there are no notices of births and 
deaths,” . 

The danger from ignorance and sp- 
perstition, the committee adds, ap» 
pears even before the birth of a child, 
when fathers must pay £1 to a certain 
kind of witch doctor to prevent the 
ehild coming under the evil eve, 

The practice yenerally ends in the 
death of ihe chiid and frequently that 
of the mother. Half the native chil- 
dren in certain districts where the tn- 
vestigations were carried out die in 
the first yeur. 

The committee suggests that bush 
hospitals be erected in which the use 
of modern medicines can be taught. 
At the present time, except at a few 
centers, no medicine or nursing serv- 
ice is available for natives. “ving un- 
der tribal conditions in the native re- 
serves and locations. “Native witch 
deetors are flourishing and are teach- 
ing the people that sickness Is the re- 
sult of witchcraft and that they alone 
are nble to cure the sick,” the report 
conchides. 


“Father of Wireless” ; 
Paid Only $75 a Month 


Paris.—Edouard Branly is-cited by 
newspapers as typifying the struggle 
of French scientists to work under 
miserable conditions. Branly is in- 
ventor of the condenser, France calls 
him the “father of the wireless.” 

Branly had as his only assistant tn 
a ramshackle “laboratory” an aged 
women who eked-out a ving by doing 
extra hours of housework in other 
homes. This maid of all work is now 
the scientist’s “laboratory chief.” She 
was intelligent and the professor 
trained her in his work. 

For 50 years Branly worked under 
these conditions, drawing a salary of 
$75 a month as professor and support- 
ing his family by occasional practice 
as a physician. These facts are told 
by French papers as illustrating the 
need to pay well men who give their 
lives to science. 


Britons Try to Walk to 


Coney in N. Y. Subway 
New York.—An English family, con- 
sisting of R. C. Walton, his wife and 
daughter, started to walk to Coney 
Island using a subway. for a footpath 
until James O’Donald, ‘subway motor- 
man, made an emergency stop to point 
out to them “the error of their way.” 
In England, the word “underground” 
or “tube” means what Americans 
know as a subway, and subway means 
a foot passage under a street or build- 
ing, so, when the Waltons decided to 
walk to the beach resort and were 
told that the subway would be the 
shortest way there, they entered the 
Broadway subway of the Brooklyn- 
Manhattan Hine and started down the 
express tracks,

Captaia Leathers Talks of 
the Old Days. 


New Orleans.—Piloting a household 
fs much more difficult than directing | 
the progress of a Mississippi river 
steamer, declares Mrs, Blanche Leath- 
ers, who has done both successfully, 

Mrs, Leathers is the only regularly 
licensed woman captain of a eee 
sippi river steamboat. 

“The worst I ever heard on the river 
in my years of association with men 
was alittle clean cursing,” she says. 
“Women are much worse than men.” 

Captain -Leathers directed the ac- 
tivities of the steamer Natchez,. fourth 
of that name. It was a direct “de- 
scendant” of the Natchez which made 
the memorable race up the river with 
the Robert E. Lee, : 

Jefferson Davis a Passenger. 

Jeiferson Davis was a passenger on 
her boat on his last trip to the Mis- 
sissipp! plantation. He gave her a! 
bottle of rare Madeira wine with the 
parting injunction thé wine should be 
opened in honor of her first child. 

River steamboating was in its hey- 
day during the period in which the 
Natchez moved majestically up and 
down the stream, Gamblers made 
regular trips with the cotton plant- 
ers, who’ were their greatest prey. 
Captain Leathers saw fortunes won 
and lost aboard the boat. Plantations 
were, mortgaged, she says, to pay 
debts to the “gentlemen of the green 
cloth.” 

The Natchez also had its bar. Here 
Southern gentlemen sipped mint ju- 
leps. or drank their whisky straight. 
Many dinner parties with dancing to 
the accompaniment of. banjos and 
guitars took place on the Natchez. 

Big Passenger Lists. 

But there was a serious side to the 
life, too. Passengers, sometimes num- 
bering 500, had to be lovuked after as 
well as crew and boat. Once she 
brought the Natchez into New Or- 
feans with 5.500 hales of cotton 
aboard. Wrecks aid ear wrecks 
came into her experience. 

With the demand for more speedy 
transportation and the growing popu- 
larity of railroads, business slumped 
and the Natchez finally went under 
the auctioneer’s hammer. After the 
death of ber husband, son of the cap- 
tain of the first Natchez, Mrs, Leath- 
ers quit the river. She now regards 
the world quietly from the comfort of 
her home. But times are not like 
they once were on the great rolling 
Mississippi, she regrets. 


Teacher Finds Her Class 
of ’66 All Still Alive 


Pepin, Wis.—An unisual attendance 
in this day of shifting population was 
reeorded recently when Mrs, Hannah 
Wartinbe, La Crosse, revisited her old 
district school at Hicks Valley, near 
bere. When she called the rol} of the 
pupils she had in 1866, she found every 
one present at the school community 
celebration incidental to the presenta- 
tion of the state award in a Better 
Rural Schools contest, :

New Guinea Natives in Full Dress. 


(Prepared by the National Geographic 
Society, Washington, DC.) 


ESPITE the steady work of 

missionaries and the creation 

of skeleton government organi-~ 

zations by Australia and Liot- 
land, New Guinea (or Papua) con- 
tinnes to be the least known of the 
large islands of the world. Much of 
this obscurity is due to size itself. 
New Guinea Is the most extensive is- 
land in the worid outside the polar 
regions, 

The istand is strikingly different 
from nearby lands. In coming to 
Papua from Malasia it ts the sudden 
contrast in the people which makes 
the most startling impression en one’s 
mind. The Malay, grave, reserved 
and dignified, is a8 unlike his New 
Guinean neighbor as a Chinaman is 
unlike a European. These islanders 
are a happy, boisterous lot until some - 
little thing offends them, when they 
at once become sullen and treacherous. 

The pure Papuan is ery dark 
brown, usually a well-built, thick-set 
man of medium height. Occasional in- 
dividuals are seen who are slight, 
short, and who have strongly marked 
Negritos characteristics, ‘These prob- 
ably represent survivals of the very 
earliest human inhabitants of the re- 
gion, as were the Negritos in the Phil- 
ippines. Out on the Pacific coast to- 
ward the old German territory the 
human type {fs markedly different. 
Here in varying degrees one meets 
people who have characteristics of 
other island groups to the eastward, 
for there probably have been acci- 
_dental colonizations along this shore. 

When the Pacific territorial trans- 
fers began during the World war, 
German New Guinea was added to 
the British possessions {n the island 
and placed under Australian control ; 
the western balf has for 75 years be- 
longed to the Netherlands. Though 
the island cannot properly be consid- 
ered as part of the Malay archipelago, 
{ts population being Polynesian and 
Negrito, it is often so classed because 
part of it is politically a portion of 
the Dutch East Indies. 


Interior Almost Unknown. 


Great tracts of the more than 3UU,- 
000 square miles of this enormous is- 
land have not been explored and prac- 
tically nothing is known about the 
great range of mountains in {ts tn- 
terior, many of the peaks of which 
are more than .12,000 feet in height. 
Five or six of them dwarf every moun- 
tain peak in the United States in com- 
parison. Were the island itself set 
down on continental United States it 
would cover a strip of land from the 
eastern tip of Massachusetts to Ne- 
braska and as far southward as the 
city of Washington. 

Cannibalism exists among the wild- 
er tribes. They are spirit worshipers 
though-they are too deficient in men- 
tal development to have made their 
system of religion at all complex, but 
they are hemmed about by thousands 
of superstitions and taboos. 

Neither the men hor the women of 
the island ‘bother much‘alout tatioring 
and dressmaking biils. The one dress 

“xef a New Guinea woman lasts her a 
lifetime—for it usually consists only 
of the tateoing made upon her skin

ders. But the “curse of rags,” which 
has spread. through the South Sea

Even in their most primitive state 
the. various tribes. of natives of the 
island love personal adornment. 
Some of the islanders pierce the 
septa of their noses with a sharp 
heated bone, and through the holes 
thrust flowers, feathers, or bones. 


Widows Harshly Treated. 


The island enjoys one distinction 
not many other large areas of the 
earth can boast—a great shortage of 


‘women, hence polygamy does nat exist. 


Even so, the poor widows are made 
to suffer such indignities because of 
the death of their lords that few of 
them are able to attract another hus- 
band. The widow’s “weeds” of some 
of the tribes are queer little poke bon- 
nets made of bark, and among other 
tribes the benighted must wear sus- 
pended around their necks by a fiber. 
rope a coconut shell filled with rancid 
lard, which is sufficient in itself to 


_keep all aspirants at a distance. 


The principal commodity which New 
Guinea produces is the coconut, and 
more than a million and a half dol- 
lars’ worth of copra ts shipped to the. 
United States each year. To Germans: 
is due the credit for having discov- 
ered the many uses of this vatuable 
product and for developing the indus- 
try to some extent before 1914. Hut 
the real merchant prince who made 
the wheels of the industry go round 
was a woman. Half Seotech. half Sa- 
moan, this remarkable person, whom 
the natives nicknamed “Queen Emma,” 
opened up thousands of acres of coco- 
nut trees and employed thousands of 
natives. Recently one of the planta- 
tions, which she bought for a box of 
tobacco, sold for almost $350,000. 


Strange Variety of Dialects. 


Missionaries find a big problem..in 
the complexities of language and 
idiom. Dialects vary not by provinces 
or physical divisions, but actually by 
villages. And the worst of it ts that 
words pronounced in exactly the same 
way may mean something entireiy dif- 
ferent a few miles away. - Sometimes 
there is a variation of one seemingly 


inconsequential letter which reverses 


a meaning.

galt and cook until thick and smooth. 

Add two tablespoonfuls of butter and 

cool. When cooked add the yolks cf 
two éggs, two tablesfioonfuls of four, 
and when well mixed fold in the 
whites of the eggs. Drop by spoon- 
fuls into a shallew pan of salted water 
which has reached the boiling point. 
Keep the water just simmering while 
the dumptings are dropped in to 
keep them from falling to pieces. Boil 
covered for ten to twelve minutes, 
depending upon the size. Serve with 
chicken or any other kind of stew.
